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NEW YORK CANDIDATES FOR 
PRESIDENT NOT POPI LAR. 
One thing that will inevitably re- 
ault from the new political coalition 
of the South and West is the shifting 
of the balance of power from New 
York to the land of the setting sun 
and the decadence of 
the 
Empire 
States an an Incubator of presidential 
possibilities. There was a time, even 
as late aa the good year 1914, when a* 
least one of the two standard hear­ 
ers of the major parties aras selected 
purely for the reason that he resided 
somewhere In the state with the big 
electoral vote. 
New York was the 
home of Cleveland, of* Roosevelt, of 
Parker and of JHughes. 
New York's vote Is not yet to be 
despised. 
It Is larger by far than 
that of any of the 
other 
so-called 
doubtful states. 
But If is no longer 
essential to either democratic or re 
publican success. 
In fact, it is not 
an especially Important factor, for the 
reason that New York Is not. doubtful, 
and for the added reason that the 
West and the South are In the saddle. 
With up~state New York solidly re­ 
publican and with New Yprk City un­ 
der the control of Tammany Hall, a 
conscienceless and purchaaeable pol­ 
itical machine, this great common­ 
wealth may be set down with Pennsyl­ 
vania as one of the reliable assets of 
the Grand Old Party. Only when the 
republicans fail to 
pay 
Tammany's 
price does the democracy have any 
hop® of success there. 
In the next presidential 
campaign 
the democrats are going to concede 
New ' crk and the republicans 
are 
very likely to take It for granted that 
they can carry the state. 
That will 
shift the battleground. The South, al­ 
ways solid, cannot hope to put for­ 
ward a "logical” candidate. Onlv *bose 
Southern statesmen who, like Wilson 
have become residents of the Nforth 
can Qualify as standard bearers. With 
the South eliminated, and with New 
Y ork in the scrap heap, both parties 
will naturally accept the historic ad 
vice of Horace Greely and “go weft” 
for a candidate.

One thing that will Inevitably re 
ault from the new political coalition 
of the South and Went is the shifting 
of th« balance of power from New 
York to the land of the setting sun 
and the decadence of 
the 
Empire 
States aa an incubator of presidential 
possibilities. There was a time, even 
aa late aa the good year 1914, when at 
least one of the two standard hear 
ers of the major parties was selected 
purely for the reason that he resided 
•otnewhere in the state with the big 
electoral vote. 
New York was the 
home of Cleveland, of Roosevelt, of 
Parker and of JHughes. 
New York’s vote la not yet to he 
despised. 
It Is larger by far than 
that of any of tee 
other 
so-called 
doubtful states. 
But it is no longer 
essential to either democratic or re­ 
publican success. 
In fact, it ig not 
an especially Important factor, for the 
reason that New York is not doubtrul, 
and for the added reason that the 
West and the South are In the saddle.

sects, Baptists did much toward es* 
tablishing the principle of entire in- 
dependance of state and church. Now 
the contention of Texas Baptists is a 
sithllar one. It is pot a personal Mat­ 
ter between them and General Funs- 
ton.” 
Dr. Shelbourne said in regard to the 
trouble ijgJTexas: 
“The Baptists are 
numerous in Texas, and many of our 
m inisters very naturally felt a con­ 
cern to preach to the soldiers. 
Ac­ 
cordingly they went to General Funa- 
ton about it. He said “all right." with 
th^ understanding ¿hat the soldiers 
were not to be praehed to as blng 
‘lost.’ In a word, a military authority 
undertook to usurp religious author­ 
ity. This, of course, the brethren re­ 
sented. 
And they were right. 
It 
means more than you or I can think, 
that we in America shall have not 
only freedom of the press that you 
conteod for. but that we shall have 
freedom of the pulpit and freedom to 
worship God according to the dictates 
of our own conscience.”
